to submit a draft NSDD to address all compromises, not just intelligence ones. 
He noted that nearly the same agencies are represented on both the SECOM and 
the IG/CM, and suggested that concerns about the scope of the proposed effort 
might be addressed effectively at the IG/CM. Discussion didn't identify any
